Tho sea- 
man In the illustration is dressed In 
the garb worn when the weather Is 
rough and mine sweeping more danger- 
ous than usual. His feet, encased In 
heavy sea boots, are further protected 
by woolen overstockings. 
Round his 


neck ha wears a life belt, and on his 
head a cap. which during the past win- 
ter proved of great comfort with its 
ear flaps and neck guard. Most of tho 
men employed in the work have gal- 
lantly volunteered for their Jobs with 
navy mon to train them In their new 
trade. 


With another trawler in company, 


away either to port or starboard, tho 
trawlers work, connected to one an- 
other by a steel cable that goes over 
their bucking stern down toward tho 
bottom of the sea and then in a bulg- 
ing loop crosses to the other vessel and 
up to her bollards.

luck is against them, then their own 
stem may strike the mine. Instantly 
there Is a roaring, tearing explosion, a 
gush of water and flame, and one more 
stout trawler will never more roll its 
way home again. 


Not only (n the North sea have they 


carried on their dangerous work, but 
they have gone away down Into the 
eastern Mediterranean, and between 
the grim gun protected hills of the Dar- 
danelles they have steamed In night 
after night to clear the waterway for 
the safe passage of the allied battle- 
ships' braving In this case not only tha 
dangers that lurk below the surface, 
but also the fierce fire from the Turkish 
batteries. From the early days'of Au- 
K'jst their work has never ceased, and, 
although many have been lost, they 
have removed .scores, of. mlnoj and 
saved many a good ship and thousands 
of human lives.

the trawler Manx Hero was blown up.

BOSTON', July 3.—Representing th« 


4200 employes of the Bay Stato Street 
railway. Ihe joint conference board of 
the Amalgamated association, of which 
Fred Crowley of Lowell Is chairman, 
has gone on record against any future 
arbitration with the company unless it 
agrees nof to touch upon Its financial 
condition and also not to advance tho 
argument ot supply and demand.

"The company is constantly remind- 


ing us ot what we ourselves well know 
about the interest of the public in the 
operation of Its cars. We realize that 
a failure to arbitrate 
and 
a strike 


might result in great Inconvenience to 
hundreds of thousands of people, and a 
strike is not lightly undertaken. There 
never has been a. strike on this system. 


"The public should be reminded, how-

Yamagata is tho head. The announce- 
ment by Count Okuma. tho premier, 
and General Oka, minister of war, that 
the increase was but the beginning 
of a plan to create a military force 
of twenty-five divisions, has concen- 
trated attention here upon military ex- 
pansion. 


The plan to gradually augment tho 


army until it reaches twenty-live di- 
visions was really made ten years ago 
and is supposed to have had the sanc- 
tion of Emperor Mutsuhlto. Just when 
the plan was to be carried out was not 
fixed but 'the recent announcement of 
the ministers is interpreted to mean 
that the work will go forward. 
Tho 


present army included eighteen regu- 
lar divisions and one division of house- 
hold guards. 


Tho pending increase has hecn justi- 


fied by Count Okuma on the ground 
that the actual conditions in tho world 
do not permit Japan to neglect her 
defence program. 
On the other hand, 


the expansion of Japanese Induenco in 
Southern Manchuria and 
in Eastern- 


Innar Mongolia which was emphasized 
by the recent treaties with China, con- 
stitutes another justification, from the 
Japa'ncso standpoint, for strengthening 
the land forces.

means an extra burden upon the peo- 
ple but no protest 
Is heard. 
The 


mater having been decldcii by the diet, 
is accepted by the people at large as a 
necessary step In the development of 
their country and as an assurance that 
Japan may he able to hold her place 
as a victorious, first-class power in 
case, of attack.

241.000 yen in 1915 to 7,000,000 yen in 
1931. 
After 1921 the amount

quired for the maintenance of the di- 
visions Is estimated at about 7,000,000 
yen a year.
